GIVE THE DEVIL HIS DUES 


At Akron the Ku Klux Klan or representatives of it, 


attempted to hold a public meeting. The use of the Ar- 
mory for the meeting was denied them by the state au- 
thorities. Various public buildings were refused them 
by the city. Most of the churches were unavailable 
but finally" they succeeded in getting a small church in 
the outskirts of the town in which to hold their meeting. 
Then the meeting was stopped and dispersed by an in- 
junction from the court. 


As far as we can see there was no law of the state 


and no ordinance of Akron which was violated or about 
to be. violated in this meeting, which was to be held. 
The claims of the Ku Klux Klan were to be presented 
by public .speakers in an open manner, to an audience 
of American citizens. Every man engaged in the trans- 
action, so far as we can see. was standing on his consti- 
tutional privilege of free speech and the right of assem- 
bly. ' 


We believe.that the spirit which would place a pro- 


hibition on such a meeting is as bad if not worse than 
that which grows out of or is a part of the Ku Klux 
teaching. Whatever is wrong, and we believe there is 
a great deal of it, attached to this organization, can bet- 
ter be.destroyed out in the open, with the sun light of, 
truth-upon it, than it can by placing these men in the 
position of martyrs to organize prejudice. 
, 


We are not saying this for a moment to defend the • 


Ku Klux Klan. It is an organization with which we 
have no sympathy. According to the best light we have 
on the Ku Klux operations their conception of a one 
hundred .percent American is that he must be loaded 
with seventy-five per cent prejudice and hatred and 
twenty-five per cent damphule. He must have such 
prejudices against other races as to want to organize for 
their supression or their subserviency. He must have 
so little faith in his own race as to believe that this is 
necessary in order to get and keep him in the ascend- 
ancy. 


In order to fulfill their conception of a one hundred 


per cent American he must be a religious bigot, and 
hate and despise and organize against all those who have 
a different system of worship from his own. "Amp-Hen 
for Americans'' is their slogan. Americanism according 
to their idea is determined by the number of times the sun 
has happened to find a man in this country. If a mix- 
ture of "bigotry, superstition, hatred, asininity and intol- 
erance makes a man one hundred per cent American this 
Klan has got the right definition.
